Thbeb is a Gtod! — All nature proclaims His 
existence ; it is echoed forth with ten thousand, 
thousand voices, from the countless works of Hia 
hand, throughotit this stiipeudona nniverse ! Tiio 
whole history of man hears witness to the truth 
that there is a God ; we see it inserihed on every 
page, in sublime and eternal characters. I^ever, 
indeed, lias mankind entirely lost this sacred creed, 
althoiigh it has, at times, been obscured, by passing 
from one nation, tribe, or generation, to another. 

"With the belief In the existence of a Supremo 
Being, are all the highest aspirations of the human 
soul most intimately interwoven. Every achieve- 
ment of man, however 'lofty and sublime, will^ — 
if not resting on the everlasting pillars of this 
glorious creed— appear, with all its grandeur, but 
Uttle bettor than the empty and trifling pastimes 
a child 1 In vain do wo try to search out Uis 




grandeur, by Bcrutinizing with our microscopes the 
infinitely email ; nor shall we, thinkiDg to have 
found iu the laws of motion a clue to Uis never- 
ceasing creative power, discover His throne amid 
the interminable space. This puerile searching in 
the material world serves only to lead us astray 
from our ti-ae path — from the path of light and 
spiritual understanding. Of what avail are the 
diplomacy and state-craft of the so-called civilized 
nations, whose giant structures of polity, reared 
with so much subtlety, and with so many heca- 
tombs of victims, we beliold crumbling to pieces 
on every sidel And that vast accumulation of 
philosophical works, which wo are wont to admire 
as loaster-pieees of tlie human intellect, one of 
which refutes anolher — what are they, but a proof 
that all and every thing conceived without the 
Spirit of God, must sooner or later come to 
naught! 

This has been the mode iii which all reasoning 
minds have looked at liistory, ever since its begin- 
ning. Still we see eminent men who, eagerly 
grasping after the unknown, lose their foothold at 
the very moment they thought themselves nearest 
the victory. 

Wbere shall we look for the reason why these 
great minds stiU persevere in searching in the 
dark, without ever discovering the truth, the foun- 
tain of all wisdom? Ohl'yo wise men. North, 
South, East, and West, why do you not acknow- 
ledge that tlie real cause of the vanity and fruit- 
lessness of your I'esearehes lies in your turning 
away from Him who is the Lord of liosts, the Ore- 
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ator of the nniverse, the Kuler of the destinies of 
man? But men liave ears, and hear not; they 
have eyes, and see not. Tliey sec not the. hand, 
now stretching forth from among the clouds to 
sliower blcBsiitgs on Ilis true and loving children, 
and now, in n thousand varying ways, sending 
punishment upon His disohedicnt creatures, who 
deny their God, and refuse to love their fellow- 
men. They hear not the voice of the Father 
revealing itself in the fmit-nourishing shower, in 
the growing seed, in the thirst-quenching dranglit. 
They cannot see that by the abundance of bless- 
ings which He bestows upon us, He wishes to 
kindle in our souls the desire for brotherly love. 
They hear not His voice of thunder ; they hear it 
not in the howling storm, in the surging of the 
destroying waves, in the agonies of innumerable 
victims, dying unsoothed by human aid or sympa- 
thy, iu times of direful pestilence. They hear it 
not as it calls them to turn again to Him, again 
to seek the ways of truth, to become men, 
loving brethren, and His faithful and suhmissive 
children. 

There are voices which we may even now hear, 
through which he speaks to ns, revealing His holy 
will — even the voices of the Prophets. 

^wf liraEfl nnh Uratlntions. 

Tlie belief in supernatural revelations is as old 
as the belief in God ; wc find it not only among 
Christians, but also among the heathen, although 



tlieymayadoretlieirGotlundertlieformofaFetisli. 
Cicero, wlio lias written a long treatise on revela- 
tion, ^ys : " Tliere is a belief among all nations, 
lianded down from the lieroic times, that there 
exists among men tlie gift of prophesying, or 
rather a presentment, a knowledge of things to 
come." A glorious gift, indeed, which iu frail 
moitials approaches the Divine Power. 

I find no people, be it ever so ]iumane and bo 
highly civilized, or ever so brutish and degraded, 
which does not believe in a foreshadowing of fu- 
ture events, capable of being discenied and inter- 
preted by some of their fellow men. Is it not 
wrong in ns to set aside that which has been hand- 
ed down fi'om, and hallowed through time imme- 
morial ? 

Among the ancients, we find no nation more 
addicted to this belief, and more firm in their con- 
viction in regard to supernatural revelation, than 
the Greeks. They said that the Gods, knowing 
the Futm-e and the Past, reveal them to men, either 
freely out of love, or being prevailed upon by 
prayers, and tliat they sometimes give them signs 
for their guidance. 

Plato, in his Phajdrus and Phtedon, holds this 
opinion to be true : that the soul of man partici- 
pates in its Divine attributes, and tliat it thcrcforo 
is not subject to the same laws of nature as the 
body ; bnt that, since the soul has sinned in a pre- 
mundane life, it has been degraded to a bodily 
nature, bo that thereby also its original faculty of 
spiritual and prophetic vision has been dimmed. 
N'ot entirely, however, have inen lost titeir power 
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qf aupema^ral vision, became, from its very na- 
ture, that power ia indestructihle. 

Says Plutarch, iti a verj striking passage: 
"Like tlie eun, wliicli does not merely become 
brilliant after emerging from tho clouds, but ia 
tbua at all times, and only on account of the 
vapors surrounding it ever appears dark to us : so 
also the soul does not only, on emerging from tlie 
body as from a cloud, regain its power of looking 
into the future, but it possesses that power even 
now ; obscured, however, or dimmed, as it ■were, 
by its present mixtiire and uuion with the mortal 
frame." Henec this inalienable gift of the soul, 
lying dormant as it does during the common course 
of life, may under certain favorable circumstances 
become free and active. And in reahty, there 
are some conditions of the human frame which 
allow of a more or lesa free action of the soul; 
SKick cOTiditioDS are sleep, dreams, and certain 
diseases. 

Xffntyphon says : " During sleep, the souls of 
men appear freest and most God-like, and cast a 
glance into tho future." Jo&ephus : " During 
sleep, the souls of men, nowise distracted by the 
body, enjoy sweetest repose, are in close contact 
and communion with God, to whom they are akin, 
go everywhere and see future events." Examples to 
Bet^e as proof of the above, abound in the litera- 
tureof Magnetism. It is not,however,theobjector 
intention of this book to produce such evidence, 
nnce already a great many voluminotis works have 
been written, containing tho recoi'd of actual 
experiences to that effect, which will afford ample 



information to those wlio may desire to learn more 
regarding these eubjccts. 

Equally well known is the fact tliat under the 
influence of certain diseases, the faculty of seeing 
visions, or the power of clairvoyance, is developed. 
Infiarnvmionj diseases, particularly those of the 
brain, occasion as it were a delirium of a prophetic 
nature. Most of tlie nervoua affections, especially 
hysterics, chorea, and epilepsy, furnish niunerous 
instances of this sort. Betuliia mentions an epi- 
leptic hoy who, after attacks of this nature, was 
accustomed to be thrown into a state, daiing the 
continuance of which he told of extraordinary 
things, even of the condition of the departed. 
When awakened trom such an attack, he asserted 
positively that he had conversed with angels ; that 
lie had walked in the most enchanting gardens, 
enjoying indescribahle felicity. These, indeed, 
are etatements such as niagnetizcrs have had occa- 
sion frequently to hear from those put into mag- 
netic sleep. 

Nor are prophetic gifts of rare occurrence 
among lunatics. That maniacs have often been 
worshiped as saints, may he accounted for by this 
fact. We frequently hear of illiterate men in 
lunatic asylums bursting forth into songs, the lan- 
guage of which is in the highest degree elevated 
and reiined. Thus Tasso wrote his delightfid 
verses during his most violent attacks : so did 
Lucretius. Babevf is said to have composed his 
most enchanting poems during paroxysms of in- 
tense fever. Claws, the celebrated fool, once 
entered suddenly into the Hall where the Bceret 



Council of Weirnai- was hoklinj^ its eessioD, and 
exelainied: "There you are deliberating about 
great things, but none of yon tliiuka of putting 
down the conflngration at Coburg." And truly, the 
first news confirmed the reality of what he had 
thus announced. 

In consumptive patients likewise, the prophetic 
gift lias been found. Thus, Keizer tells ua of a 
man dying of this disease, who before the ont- 
brcak of the French Eevolution predicted its 
whole course. It seems to be an old experience 
that dying men generally prophesy. 

The oldest autliore, sncli as Hippoorates, Galen, 
Avicenna, ArettEus, Cicero, Plutarch, make men- 
tion of nuraerouB instances of this fact. Plutarch 
very truly remarks, in conaequence of an observa- 
ation of thia nature, that " the eonl does not ac- 
quire a now faculty after death, which it had not 
already possessed before. Only dimmed in the 
body, it merely reassumes its power when the 
vital qualities diminish, and the weary limbs op- 
press it no longer." 

Ent strongest of all do we see the gift of proph- 
esy among mag7istit patients, or so called soJ)inam- 
Indicts. They constitute, as it were, tlie connecting 
link between tliosc who }Trophe8y wliilst sound in 
Ijody, and those who only acquire tliis gift when 
in a diseased condition. We are inclined to num- 
ber among the latter those gifted with what is 
called the ^^ second sight" ; in Gislic, Taishitiuugh 
{Taish, spectre, and Taialiatrin, seen.) Forthose 
who are less familiar with the nature and phenom- 
ena of the second sight, we will give tlie following 
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sliort description. Tlie very moment that tlie seer 
falla into tliis extraordinary condition — wiiicli may 
happen at any time, day as well as night — he sud- 
denly hecomes rigid, stiff; Lis eyes are cloied; 
often, however, they remain open, and in this case 
he looks steadily in one direction, with a fixed, 
staring glaiijce. Hearing and seeing are lost in 
regard to all that takea place around hira. The 
mind, however, acquires an astounding power of 
penetration, whereby it overcomes every obstacle 
from the material world, and pierces in full free- 
dom alike into the past, present, and future, which 
all pass with an unusual vividness in rapid succes- 
sion before Lis view. The death or arrival of per- 
sons often hunflreds of miles distant, events taking 
place in remote localities, such aa battles, naval 
engagements, conflagrations, are then announced 
by the seer, and described ivith marvellous accu- 
racy. In such moments, bis language is often 
poetical, symbolic, always powerful and impres- 
sive, well chosen, as to style and diction, majestic 
and sublime. By contact with foot or band, these 
visions may be transferred from one person to an- 
other. Even persons distant from one another, 
may have the same sight at the same moment. 
Strange it is that such a seer, on going to foreign 
countries, loses this gift, which on his return seems 
to be restored to him. 

From dreams and sotnna-nilmlism the second sight 
differs in tliis, that the eeer preserves a full know- 
ledge of what he has seen in his mind, and that 
this second sight may be said to take place wliile 
the pei-son iswating. From the common g/ioat 




seeing it ia also to be dietinguiBlied ; for in the for- 
mer state the seer ie in full posseEsion of his senses, 
while in the latter an abnormal condition occurs, 
such as convulsion, rigidity, and stupor. On the 
Scottish Islands, second sight appears to have be- 
come less frequent during the last one hundred 
years ; we meet witli it more frequently, liowcver, 
in Denmark, These eeers may easily be recogni- 
zed among other people h}' their peculiar and very 
piercing glance. 
The perfection of clairvoyance, orfaculty of seeing 
visions is, however, unquestionably tlie pj-qpheiio 
trance. J^imemoser says : " We should not con- 
found this entranced state of the true, God-inspired 
seer, witli the abnoraial and morbid visions of the 
penitent Hindoo juggler, or with the crazy convul- 
fiions of religious fanatics." Here the origin, cause, 
appearance, and final end are different. In all 
anomalous conditions of t!ie body, the mental 
vision is under cosmic influences, like the light- 
ning piercing a cloud ; a storm, which has come 
we know not whence, blows the fire of the entran- 
ced mto a blaze, and it dies away again just as 
suddenly. It has no definite duration, no real sig- 
nificance, no aim. 

The ecstasy of the trueprophets, on the contrary, 
belongs to and gives evidence of a higher order 
of things, reaching into the material world of 
man, producing in him a quiet tliough deep emo- 
tion, and a mild, refreshing seli'-illumination. The 
Boul, awakened by the breath of the Almighty, 
can no longer be hindered by natural barriers 
, from seeing and acting. No longer are its visiona 



clouded by dream-like appearances, as is the case 
in the seeing of ghosts ; no longer do false appa- 
ritions arise before the mind freed from pain, reat- 
lessness and fear. The body ceases to be a bur- 
den, encumbered by sickly eonvulaionsor feverish 
paroxysme, and becomes, even in its weakness, an 
instrument and a mighty means for work and 
action, bestowing blessings on all who live in 
the time of the prophet, as well as on after 
ages. 

In the magic ecstasy of the Brahminic jugglers, 
and in the fanaticism of hermits and flagellants in 
the Thebaide, we find the gift of seeing visions, or 
clairvoyance, and the pretended communication 
with their God, effected by particular means or 
clandestine practices. To the true Prophet, how- 
ever, tlielieavenly call comes ansoiight from above. 
With the former vanity, the desire of increasing 
their own importance, and of appearing greater in 
their own eyes, seems to be the principal motive. 
They withdraw into dark places and deserts ; they 
renounce the world and all society of their fellow- 
creatures, as well as all culture of tlie mind. The 
Prophet, however, is meek and Jiomble, enjoys 
life and the good and open light of day, while the 
main-spring of his activity is manifested indealing 
openly, and consists in a desire to do the work, 
Tlie prophet preaches tlie Word of God for the 
purpose of awakening a belief in His supremo 
powe]', and for the sake of strengthening sueii a 
faith. He reduces good and bad actions to their 
true value, by showing forth their nature and con- 
fiequences. He openly preaches the love of God 




and the love 'of oov neighbor. In meekness a 
child, in active energy a youtli, in wisdom a 
mature man — such is the true prophet. To tliose 
k whom we call entranced, the world often is an 
[ irksome burden ; to tlie prophet it is a schooh In 
it he learns his duties, and becomes a useful mem- 
her of the human hrotherhood. "With the former, 
the means of becoming entranced, are despising 
and renouncing the world, and the practice of 
hodilj castigation. With the latter, the world 
formstlie arena for his action. He useslife rightly, 
and as for means by which to become entranced, 
I the true prophet needs none. He teaches the Word 
f of God to his fellow creatures, without killing liia 
body. He imparts instrnction to hia fcliow-men 
LS readily as he lives among them. 
In our account of supernatural extasies wa 
I should not forget to mention the stigmatising of 
I &te entranced. This is one of tlie strangest pheno- 
n tlie domain of mysticism. We frequently 
find it among the Catholic population of Austria, 
Bavaria and Tyrol. Eeligious fanatics, on cer- 
tain days in the year, actually sweat blood in 
the form of Christ's wounds ; they pretend to hold 
B conversation with the saints, also with Mary, the 
[Mother of God, and even with God himself. 
iThese being undeniable facts, we can certainly 
Lsot call such strange occurrences in question, and 
■in their presence many a learned skeptic has lost 
I his power of reasoning, as was the ease with 
k Maria von More in Kaidern, Tyrol. All these 
l.flnpernatnral phenomena, with all their wonder^ 
K<jtiii be readily discenicd to bo of a like nature 
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with what in olden times they used to call " being 
possessed by the Devil," The influence of wicked 
. Bpints, among others those of priests, is plainly 
manifest in these dazzling and shifting appear- 
ances of ti'iith and falsehood, in those abrupt 
pictures made up of inharmouioiiB colors, in con- 
vulsions and contortions of the body and bouI. 
"We may therefore take it for granted that the 
visions seen bysnch fanatics are always unreliable, 
and seldom is there coherency or meaning to be 
found in them. 

It is the same with the p/tenomena of so-called 



lliirituiilimn, 



with all its manifestations, and with what are 
styled its " Mediums." "Were those men who 
make it their business to experiment in sucfa 
tilings, to know with how dangerous a snperna- 
tural power they are dealing in these attempts, 
they certainly would refrain from following this 
sj'stem of Satanic falsehood, — nay, they would 
keep their unnatural curiosity witliin bounds. It 
would he a vain and useless task, without any de- 
finite result, to investigate all the various phases 
of modern Spiritualism, and to prove their real or 
pretended value. Por its wonders are facts incon- 
trovertible and well ascertained by eveiy ob- 
server sound in mind and unbiased in judgment. 
The real problem is to find the true meaning, aim 
and purpose of these mysterious phenomena. 

Their explanation consists essentially in the fact 
of a connection of a portion of the spiritual world 



-with a, eorreBponding portion of mankind on earth, 
or rather of an intercourse between men still 
living, and others who have either recently, or at 
some distant period in the past, departed this life. 
This intercourse is effected by means of certain 
pereons who are, to a greater or less extent, poss- 
essed by a distinct class of spirits. These persons 
are called " Mediums." ^ 

Such spirits, however, are evil spirits of various 
kinds, and be.ong to the lower or very lowest 
sphere of the spiritual world. For, only snch 
does the Lord allow in our days, or rather since 
the Last Judgment, which took place in 1Y57, — 
to hold intercoui-se with men on earth, and this 
infereourse is possible only with those who are 
like those spirits, wickedly inclined or addicted to 
evil. No good can result from the mutual attrac- 
tion between such allies ; on the contrary, nothing 
but evil can come from evil. Nor can any truth 
be gained from such intercourse, but merely error 
and falsehood. T/t6 Lord does not in general 
permit any ffood spirit to communicate with man. 
Whenever that takes place (and it is a rare 
occurrence), it happens with His special perraie- 
sion, for a particular pui-pose and quite in another 
manner, of which we will speak in its proper time. 
From these fundamental causes, we can easily in- 
fer tlie effects and consequences of Spiritualism ; 
from evil nothing can come but evil, from false- 
hood nothing but falsehood. Hence we can, in a 
few words, sum up tiie aim and end of Spiritual- 
ism, viz., the iiiorease of all sorts of eail and 
wickedness, as wdl as of spiritual errors and 
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falsUiea., and tJmr introducti&n among all daaaet ^ 
of men: and aim ilie turning away and faHiiig ' 
off from the true and -only God, the Muler of 
Heaven and Earth. 

The most wicked among those spirits who try 
to gain an influence by means of their power over 
"Mediums," are those of the departed wicked 
priests. For they are unclean spirits of the raoat 
abominable sort, lull of treachery, cunning, greed- 
iness, avarice, revenge and cruelty ; but they are, 
at the same time, endowed with the power of 
bland and insinuating speech, and perfectly poa- 
Besa the art of persuading and seducing ; in fact, 
they are now worse and tar more dangerous than 
tlicy formerly were, at the time of their existencs 
on earth. 

All this kind of spirits, without exception, try | 
through their particular " Mediums" to influence 
first single individuals, then families, whole com- 
rannitiea, and finally to infest entire countries, 
nations and society at large. Curiosity, vanity, 
pride and all sorts of selfishness serve as nieaoa 
to allure their victims. They flatter the weak 
through Ironeyed words, pleasing answers and 
astounding news in the form of revelations, wliieh, 
as well as their manifold mysterious commnnica- 
tione, have iio foundation ivhatsoever in reality. 

Still, they succeed in deceiving the people, and 
like so many irichinw, they know liow to get a hold 
of the minda of their victims, whereby they work 
destruction. Do they at last succeed in gaining 
the confidence of their victims, — these wiil find it 
almost impossible to withdraw from tliat Satanic 



inflaence, and to extricate tliemselvea from the 
Lnndrcdfold snares wliieb had been so cunningly 
devised and prepared for them. 

In this whirlpool of spiritual poison, what else 
can we expect to find but calumny, fake accusa- 
tions, false arguments, the grossest lies and the 
most malignant machinations, in order to under- 
mine, in the garb of apparent truth, every principle 
of virtue and honor among men ! 

How can we wonder tiien, if we see tliat often 
among the most intimate friends, brothers and 
sisters, husbands and wives, parents and children, 
doubts and surmises arise in i-egard to one another 1 
Mistrust, antipathy, conceit, vainty, pride, do- 
njestic strife, unjust jadgments, hatred, envy, per- 
secution and even revenge and murder — such are 
the results. 

Take heed, therefore, yc souls, of tlie entice- 
ments of Spiritualism, lest it succeed in gaining 
the ascendency over you and d^troying your 
peace ! Take heed lest ye fall from the truth ! — 
in particular, ye souls of frail and delicate women , 
BO easily influenced and led astray from the 
heavenly good which flows from Him, the Lord, 
and His holy Angels I 

We will now, after tSiia digression, return to 
the Prophecies. 

With the Prophet, visions are nothing but the 
Divine light falling, as it were, upon the mirror 
of apnresonl which, retaining all its individuality, 
remains in constant communion with God and^j 
keeps up its intercourse with the world. The M 
prophet, therefore, does not seek his lilessedneBSj 
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in being entranced ; but lie finds it in tlie delight 
of his calling, in tJie eonseionsnesa of doing his 
duty by preaching the Word of God ; thus, not in 
Bcchiding himself from the world and disdaining 
Lis fellow-ereatnres, but in active life among them. 
"We may, therefore, say that a true prophet does 
not lose himself in hia lofty contemplations, but 
holds unceasing communication with God and 
men, by hie teachings and by a iiseful life. A 
truepTopJiet does apparently not differ from other 
men, he does not proclaim any strange and start- 
ling mysteries or disclose any wonderful secrets — 
but ]ie announces the will of Him who was from 
tlie beginning and is to the end. Tho prophet 
only endeavors to instruct liis neighbor in the 
"Word of God, and tlierefore we Hud him to be 
such a stalwart warrior against all lies and every 

I sort of wickedness. 
"We never see liim engaged in worldly pursnlts, 
nor greedy after riches, honors, or the gratification 
of the senses. It is the future blessedness which, 
imder God's inspiration, he preaches to all. He 
is the bright beacon-light shining forth far and 
wide ; he is the model for all^a mediator, as it 
wei-e, between God and the world. Endowed 
with lieavenly power, lie is enabled to accomplish 
Bopematural things in liiinself as -^vell aa in others. 
His are consolation, peace and serenity of mind, 
when exposed to trial and suffering. He warns 
us against impending dangers ; he lieala fatal or 
loatiisome diseases ; he succors the needy and tho 
oppressed, which acts are but the manifestation 
of God within liim. His aim is to makp man 




tetter, to mate Lim ■wiser and liappier, and to 
promote the extension of the kingdom of the Lord. 
In the disdaiu of his own temporal welfare, we mnst 
look for the reason of his eucee^ in tlio belief in 
an all-powerful God. Thus, TiefulJUs the first of 
the commandments, which is love to our feUow- 
ereatures and comprises all other human virtiiea. 

Anyone wbo is conversant with the spirit of the 
Old Testament, cannot help seeing the miraculous 
guidance of the chosen people, how they were 
repeatedly rescued through their prophets, from 
the danger of falling into idolatry. Also in the 
New Covenant, we can discern soniething anala- 
goUB ; namely, iu the development and extension 
of Christianity, and its whole history down to our 
own day. For, notwithstanding the godly pre- 
cepts given us by Christ, and notwithstanding the 
heavenly command of love which he brought so 
plainly to our minds and hearts, and notwithstand- 
ing even his own glorious example — the darkest 
erroi-s could not be prevented from creeping into 
the Temple of Christianity. Deeper indeed than 
the heatlien and the eo mneli despised Jews, have 
Christians sunk. Traders in souls have again 
invaded the new-built Temple of the Lord, and 
I therein established tlieir markets. There 
has eomo to be a greater and greater dearth of 
tnith, justice, religion and love in the world, and 
the purest of all doctrines has given place to the 
basest kind of selfishness. 

But the Lord lias not forsaken His children; 
lie still wislies to raise them from their deep 
d^radation, if they will only yield tliemselves tip 
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to His divine guidance. But man, absorbed in 
the eager pursuit of material welfare, appears 
incapable of being awakened, except by mis- 
forttines, Bori'Ows and sufi'erings. Thus only can 
lie be brought to look into liiinself ; thus only 
does he become convinced of his faults and sensi- 
ble of his own spiritual misery, lie must repent ; 
for without repentance, there is no road to good- 
ness nor to a pure and holy life. To every ono 
after the measure of the capacity of his soul does 
God send sufferings and distress, as a means to 
raise him from his fallen condition. Man, con- 
sisting as he does of soul and body, liis suffering 
must necessarily be of a two-fold nature, so as to 
make liim rise again from that degradation into 
■which he had been dragged by the folly of his own 
moral weakness. For those who are yet worth 
saving, the sufferings are botli of body and soul, 

T/is bodily Aufferinga comprise all ailments of 
the body: pain^ sickness, and the king of terrors — 
death I The moi'e we indulge in the delights of oiu' 
senses and tlie gratiticatioii of the external man, 
the more will our. body chastise its tenant, the 
soul J and the more shall we feel oppressed in our 
mental activity. 

Matter, indeed, reaps heavy vengeance for hav- 
ing been thus allied with its master, the soul. 
Weakness, diseases, malformations, and all soi't.s 
of bodily ailments, are the natural consequences 
which tJie Lord cdlows, hut wMok we bring on 
ov/radves by our own fault, oiteo thereby preparing 
for ourselves indescribable agonies of pain. 

The svfferiiigs of the soul aito disturbances, 
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weaknesses, diseases of the understanding, affec 
lions of tlie mind. Tlie tortures from ungratiiied 
passions, siicli as avarice, pride, inordinate craving 
after honors, etc., belong to this class. So do 
losses, humiliations, shame, and many others. 
The greatest sufferings of which the soul is capable, 
have for their result either the meek and humble 
acknowledgment of having misunderstood our sys- 
tem of life — or the denial of God, the refusal of hia 
aid, and a haughty over-rating of our own mental 
strength, ending in gross Materialism, despair and 
incurable madness. To the capacity of each indi- 
vidual are these several kinds of suffering adapted, 
BO that also families, com muui tics, nations, and all 
mankind, have to suffer in proportion. 

History bears witness to the melancholy disap- 
pearance of entire nations; and as a father who 
educates his child, disciplines it for its transgi'es- 
sions, so also does the Heavenly Ruler educate 
His creatures, and mete out their punishments. 
History, viewed in this light, has been nothing 
hut a record of the education and development of 
mankind, under the guidance of their Maker. 
The father, before inflicting punishment on his 
child, warns it repeatedly ; he then even begins 
with a light punishment ; and if that proves una- 
vailing, he resorts to a heavier correction. Thus 
also does the Lord admonish His chosen people 
throngh IDs prophets and inspired seers; but if 
they remain deaf to these admonitions, then He 
first sends some smaller calamities and sufferings, 
before consuming His hardened and rebellious 
creatures in His wrath. Tlius it was in the times 
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of tlie Old Covenant, with the IsraclitcB ; thns it 
was also in the New Diepensation, when the Jews 
icified their Saviouv ; and thus it has continued 
to be ever since through the whole history of man- 
kind, down to our own day, TIic prophets of old, 
the Apostles, and many God-inspired seers who 
have appeared from time to time, are living wit- 
nesses to it. Nevertheless, we must not believe 
that all prophets are true ones ; neither are all 
prophecies true, Jesus himself says : " Beware 
oi false prophets !" Many prophecies, moreover, 
Lave been wrongly interpreted. Such are especi- 
ally the vain and fanciful attempts which Lave 
been made to explain the Hevelation of St. John, 
All times which are full of great and important 
events, have their pi-opheeies and wai'ninga. Our 
own time ia pi-egnant with such events ; and from 
all sides do we see the clouds gathering around 
the dark horizon ; for only in the dark night do 
the evil-disposed come together and plan their 
Defarioua and criminal designs. Such a Satanic 
hot-bed of evil ia J^qperi/, now mating strides in 
all parts of the world, to regain the power which 
has been wrung from its hands — heedless as to the 
means by wliich it may accomplish its wicked 
ends. Among those means, we should not forget 
to number the Ecumenical Council called to the 
Babylonian city of seven hills. Wo doubt not but 
it may be of interest not only to candid and well- 
disposed Catholics (leaving aside the priest-ridden 
bigots), but also to every member of the dissenting 
churches and other differently believing commu- 
nities, to learn something further about the isave 
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of that war which thin largest and most Satanic 
maiiiution on earth (not unlite those wlio would 
assail Heaven in their rebellious designs, and 
unthrone God Almighty, tlie Creator and Lord of 
the universe) began many centuries ago, in arro- 
gance and icickednesB. 

This and other urgent considerations of a high 
order have prompted us to make public these 

^rnjijjttifs ill rtgnrti tn tjit hmfall 

The fallowing twenty-four magic figures were 
discovered as far back as four hundred and fifty 
years ago in the chartist cloister at I^uremberg 
(Bavaria) ; but not until a later period were they 
explained by Doctor Tiieophrastus Paracelsus, of 
Ilohenheiui. Por those of our readers to whom 
the person of Doctor Paracelsus may be unknown, 
we Bohjoiu the following short sketch of this ex- 
traordinary man, so hated by his cotemporaries 
and so wrongly judged even now. 

Paracelsus (PhiUppus Aureolus Theop/irasi 
Sonibast, called Yon Hohenheim, was born at] 
Einsiedeln, a small town near Zurich (Switzer- 
land), in the year 1493. His fatlier was a licen- 
tiate of medicine, and well versed in sciences. 
He educated his son with great care, and for his 
scientific instructions, he placed him nuder tiie 
charge of the celebrated Basilius Valentinus, one 
of tlie greatest alchemists of his time. Thus this 
ei traordinary man, endowed as he was with vt^rj 



superior talentB, flourished at a period in which 
the stndy of the God-like art of Jicaliiig had been 
degraded into a echolaetic BqnaLLle (just as it lias 
been in thia year 1869) — a period during which 
the disciples of Galen, through their shallowness 
and love for disputes, had bceoine nothing better 
than miserable qnacbs. 

Paracelsus being one of the greatest chemists of 
his time, soon became disgusted with the con- 
coctions of medicines after the Galenic receipts. 
Experience too, taught him that the disciples of 
Galen had no snccesa in any disease with their 
bleedings, purgatives and emetics (for therein^ 
consisted their whole apparatus); and that exe- 
cutioners, quacks and the like could boast 
happier cui'es than the scholasts. He conceivi 
the greatest hatred against tlio Galenic art, for hi 
a genius, could not follow their traditional doc- 
trines. " I did," says Paracelsus, " eijibraee at the 
beginning these doctrines as my adversaries Iiave 
done, but since I saw that from their procedures 
nothing resulted but death, murder, strangling, 
anchylosed limbs, paralysis, and so forth, that 
they held most diseases incurable, that they em- 
ployed in all cases syrups, laxatives and the like, 
therefore have 1 quitted their wi'etched art, and 
sought for truth in any other direction. I asked 
myself, if there were no such thing as a teacher 
in medicine, where could I learn this art best !— 
no where better than in the open book of nature, 
written with God's finger. Through this door I 
entered— nature was myguide, and not a miserable 
apothecary's lamp." 
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Having subsequently traveled over the tlien 
tnown world, lie spared neither pains nor industry 
_e his mind with much nseful knowledge. 
"I have followed the art," said he, " even to the 
danger of my life, and I have not heen ashamed 
to learn from qiiaclis, execntionera and barbers." 
Provided witli a rare treasure of wisdom and ex- 
perience (extraordinary for his times) ho waa 
called to teach at the University at Basel (Switzer- 
land), lie made many enemies, particularly on 
account of the somewhat rough language with 
which he handled his adversaries. But his greatest 
I enemies were his own pnpils, to whom he did not 
' divnige all his secrets, and the apothecaries, 
heeanee his receipts wer£ too plain. " These," ]ie 
said, " are my enemies, becanee I do not help to 
empty their vials ; my receipts do not consist of 
, from forty to sixty ingredients, like those of the 
Galenic doctors ; my duty, however, is not to lielp 
the apothecaries, but the sick." 

In the high art of healing (of which, by the 
! way, tlic physicians of onr own day nnderetand as 
I mucli as A grave-digger about architecture), we 
I look at hiin as a beacon, as a philosopher, i'ew 
have equalled him. Hediedat Salzburg(Austria), 
L by the hand of an assassin. 

In giving the explanations of the following 
I figures, we have retained and in a measure imi- 
J tated the style of the old German translations (the 
I -original being in Latin). "We invite the reader to 
T follow the description of these magic fignres atten- 
I tively. They are presented here in their antique 
">inal rudeness. 
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Tliis figure presents to us the Pope aud liia 
' clergy. Ho lias abandoned liimself to wicked- 
ness, pride and liixniy. Wlio eoiild gainsay that 
tbis is an nngodly life ? nobody ; bnt as it easily 
migbt be seen that tliere is nothing holy in him, 
he is cunning enough to gag the mouths of those 
* who might find him ont, in order to make them 
:p their peace; for the bears, wluch stand near 
him, signify thoee people who would feign tear him 
1 to pieces. But they open their moutlis and swal- 
rlow the gold. We see thus the whole clergy 
^ moulded after the Pope's fashion, and those who 
wonld not receive of his gifts cannot live ; for not 
from among the popes does God choose the 
I preachers of His Word, but from among othei-s. 
I Peter, the fisher, and Andrew, were not deseend- 
1 ants from Caiaplias, nor from Annas ; Twr will there 
I arise a true prophet from among the popes. • Tlie 
figure then signifies that not only the Pope, but 
all his friends and enemies also, are comprised 
within it, not seeking aid irom the Holy Ghost, 
L but stopping the months of the bears, ard rc- 
Lmaining indifi'erent. 
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This eigniiies the Pope in the name of nil tlio 
clergy ; the staff has a crook, the eagle is at the 
feet of tlie Pope, who pushes the crook down his 
throat. All comfort and hope of all the popes 
come from the French; but as the emperor is 

I his master, he must try to use his cunning against 

liim. Like the wicked wife, who in order to avoid 

I the lashes of lier husband, tries to overpower him 

by means of lier friends. Tiie Pope likewise seeks 
the aid of tlie French, who make the emperor 

I keep his peace, for lie must yield lest war be 

brought upon him. You must know, then, that 
all.thoEe who arc friendly to tlie Pope, act in such 
[ a way that he w!io would be above him, is kept 

down by them. 




The explanation liereto is : tlie liand is tlic hand 
of God. Now, there has been a Pope who re- 
pented and aecnaed himself before God, who gives 
him his blessing. Tlierefore we also see the ban- 
ner behind him turning towards God. Now, there is 
the fox behind him pulling his ccat, the magic mean- 
ing of which is, that the self-same Pope is a fox in 
liis heart, giving good words to God, He is fasting, 
and has quite a godly appearance, whilst he is full 
of cunning. Magie would make ns understand 
that as he is looking towai-ds God, and the fox 
is beiiind him, the hand blesses him accord- 
ing to wliat is in hia heart. The Pope has 
meant to receive the true blessing, whilst God, 
knowing all, has given him a blessing according 
to hia merits. The priestly order mean to do well 
■with mouth and knees, but they are, in fact, noth- 
ing more than foxes in priest's garb ; for the magic 
meaning would make us believe that the fox may 
Btill be seen in tlic garment. Christ has never 
ordered it to be worn, nay, he compares one wear- 
ing it to a grave outwardly clean, but inwardly 
rotten. Tlic banner behind the Pope means 
■worldly power; no apostle wore it; the Pope, 
however, being now so rich, requires cunning. 
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He commands in two realms — ^in the spiritual, 
by praying and kneeling ; in the worldly, by cun- 
ning. Magic esteems every one sailing under the 
same colors a true servant of the devil. 
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The meaning of tliisiigiire is tlieaiTogauceof the 
priests in all things ; tliey strangle, tlirongli their 
Pope, the eagle which j-epresents the Empcroi- ; 
and ivc see also geese and roosters which stand 
for lay brothers, to be strangled by the common 
priests. Wc find a report by means of the magic 
that common people are done away with, in an- 
other maiuier than that which the Pope nscs 
L against, the Emperor; for yon must know that the 
IClmrch of Kome will not be governed imto its end 
ibj the Emperor, He will not perish, nor his sub- 
L jeets, through the power of tJie Pope, hut tlirongh 
Ifalse apostles and prophets. Take heed, therefore, 
:not to turn away from God, cunning is too deeply 
Krootcd ; you would do well to keep your hearts 
pclean and separated from your mouths. The tri- 
Ident in the Pope's hand, means the false power in 
I the hands of the priestliood who boast of deriving 
■it from the Trinity. The trident being turned 
downwEEds, means loss of power. The frinr in 
^e picture stands forallordera; forsincc the times 
" "Barbarossa, there has been no inoiik who has 
e anything hut cheating one as well as another. 
, According to the decree of magic, you must not 
rust the monks, for tlioy arc the anti-Christ and 
Bilsc prophets arising from Pojiery. IIo will have 
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for himself the rabble, and rule with it, that is 
with those who will rear roosters and geese, and 
the Pope will lose his power over them ; the 
eagle, however, he will strangle. The prophetic 
monk will have for himself the common people. 
Take care, therefore, of your conscience. 




A noL'SE liiis Leen built, and in its door-way 
stands a woman. Now, the Popo turns awa^' from 
her, witli a falcon on hia hand. Tliia means as fol- 
lows : The house is the Church whereof the Pope 
is master. liiding away from it, signifies that he 
will nerer retiini. Since the Pope is master of 
the Cluireh, he ought to etay in it, and not go 
away. As he goes hunting, we must consider him 
no longer its chief. Riding away from it, is a sign 
that he haa lost hia power over it ; it means also 
an expulsioD. Any one has the right to capture 
]iim, for he has been banished from the Church. 
Now, if he is killed outside of it, ho is no saint ; 
had he remaiiicd in the Clmrcli, he would have 
been sainted. 

The woman m the doorway laments over his 

riding away. The beginning of the destruction 

of Churches is to be found in the fact that there is * 

no one to guard them. Their power has gone. 

Tile woman predicts that lus riding away will bo 

tlie end of his Churchca and of himself. She 

TPants him to come back into the lionsc of peace ; 

' hut he turns to the world, lust and pi-ide ; Tie 

tibaTtdona the Church, aiid t/iis is the destruction 

■ q^Aw realm, and the leffinniiu/ of riot attd dis- 

' content in the Churches. As ho holds a falcon j 
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instead of liis key, and a horse instead of his mitre, 
we see the sibyl mourn over it. The cat not being 
at home, the mice can play. Being away from 
home, his household get in disorder and mutiny, 
and sjom him. On his return, he will find his 
house shattered and his dominion changed. Tliis 
ride signifies that the good living of the Pope is 
the cause of heresy and its doctrines. 




The cat Ijeing awaj, the mice dance. Tliis is 
tho cause of the riotous life of the Churcb, All 
the -worlcl is in iiproar against it. All the mean- 
ing of it would be that there is a riot against the 
Chnrcli and the Pope, tlicrcfore he and hie priests 
fly. The man with the club means the common 
man, the warrior, and all thosewholiavc been in op- 
position to priesthood. Tliej mate the Pope and 
the priests flee ; lie, however, is not killed, for the 
Popes are not jet pnt aside; they will remain; 
they have stood the battle, luid still retain the 
ley. We read in this fignre that those who chase 
him away, must risk their lives and lose them. 
Tire head at their feet, means that the one beafing 
the Pope will lose liis head. He who wonld punish 
others, must know whether he lias the power to do 
so, and whether what ho does is done conscien- 
tionsly. However wicked the thief, and however „ 
well deserving bis punishment, it does not free the 
executioner from tlie guilt of liaving shed blood. 
He who would nndertalve to he judge, must have 
a pure conscience. 

TliD man with the chib is a wanton ; it will be 
a wanton people who will execute the punishment. 
Althongh the punishment may not be wrong, the 
people will reap no benefit from it, for they will 
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be judged as they have judged; cities, lords and 
others not excepted. He who would punish, must 
look into his own conscience, so that the punish- 
ment he has inflicted may not become his own. 
God will not overlook the executioner who puts 
the murderer to death. 
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Tins figure represents tlie sale of Christ, and 
the false faith in his Wood ; for we see the lamb 
killed with the sword that sticks out of the mouth 
of the Pope. lie kills it with his mouth and sells 
it. The lamb means Christ. To spill his blood, 
means to live in riot and debauchery. The mon- 
Btor near it helps the Pope to hold the keys. Tliia 
means a change in the sacrament, and that a new 
Pope Las come; he acts with cunning, but he 
serves the blood of Christ falsely, and the heretics 
tako hold of the sacraments, as the monster would 
make us believe. This Pope represents another 
Judas. Wc are given to understand that the sac- 
rament will undergo great changes ; tlie Holy 
Ghost will abandon it. The rod in the hand of the 
Pope is fresb and green ; so will also be the punish- 
ment. Tlie ancients liaving transmitted truth unto 
us, we ought to retain it. Look at the figures — 
the monster, the murderer, and the lamb 1 Take 
lieed not to kill yourselves, nor to become mon- 
sters. There will be no true understanding of the 
flesh and blood of Christ, unless the sects die out 
Wee the fig tree ; then the Holy Ghost will come.. 
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Wk see the falsehood of the Pope and his adhe- 
rents in this picture. He poiots to heaven, as if he 
had power over it. The power in heaven, however, is 
not to be understood in the ordinary sense ; he who 
would rule in it,must guide the flock on earth so as 
to lead them to it. The Pope understands it to bo 
different ; he thinks that having poweroverLeavon, 
he can command also on earth. He affirms that he 
commands both in heaven and on earth ; therefore 
we see the eagle and crown at his feet. This is en- 
tirely wrong. Neither is the earth nor lieavon 
his, nor has he the command over the eagle and 
imperial crown. Know, therefore, that the figure 
stands for nothing else but for the lyinff priesi- 
hood. All the figures indicate the Pope's wicked- 
ness in lying ; the magic hereto indicates tho 
lies of the Pope, and the hoasting of posxeaslng 
what does not belong to him,, having no might nor 
1-irjht. 

Let us compare the dominion of the Pope to 
that of Ciirist, who says, " My kingdom is not of 
this world." The Popes assert that they possess 
power on earth too, which was not Christ's teach- 
ing. Tliey would he like Mahommed, whose 
faith is based on riches, splendor, and power. 
Like unto him, they wish to anbdne the emperor 
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and world ; to elevate the religion of Christ that 
it may outshine all others. Thinking to command 
the world, they think also to spread the religion of 
Cliristj not considering that He condemns them to 
licU with all their riches. Do not allow yourselves 
to be seduced, for no priest should possess the value 
of a farthing. Whatever it be, or howsoever small it 
be, it belongs to Satan — table, bed, bench, keys 
and all ; they should own nothing ; for having one 
farthing, they might claim more. As little as they 
can call heaven and earth their own, so little 
should a cent be called theirs. For Peter and James 
renounced all worldly possessions, and we cannot 
believe that they are God's. As long us they 
cling to worldly gooJs, we cannot look at them as 
apostles and successors of Christ. 
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OnsERVE ill this fif^rc flie begitiiiing of warn- 
ing to the Pope, and of a period when his evil 
deeds exeite public attention, and niiiBt be re- 
pented of and renounced. This is represented by 
the rooster at the honr of his crowing. Tliia 
crowing annonneea to the Pope and Iiis clergy that 
it is time to rise, aa it did once awake Peter and 
the inaster of the house. The lamb being wound- 
ed in the neck, signifies that Christ has been 
wounded in Ilis most sensitive place. A greater 
wound could not he inflicted on Him, for its head 
was separated from its body. Know, therefore, 
that the time is nigh. Christ has been martyred 
enough. The rooster croM-s. 

The Pope lias a bag filled to the brim with 
gold, so that he can hardly carry it. Pride then 
makes him cast away his staff", for the money 
occupies his mind fully, Tiiere is another 
meaning in this, namely, the clergy has arrived 
at its Lighest power, not only as regards riclies, 
but also in cunning, subtleness and seduction, 
after the manner of the Pope and his heresy. 
Tliis is the summit of their power, for never 
will they acquire a greater scope for their tricks, 
nor will their power for destruction become 
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larger. You must know, also, that as tlie rooster 
has crowed, 'the hour is nigh, the beginning of the 
day. The sun is rising, and it is time to rise. Day 
and night are to be parted ; the false power will 
fall. Popery will he driven from the worlds and a 
light will shine, not unlike that of the sun hreahing 
forth after the night; and the time of joy for all 
the world shall dawn. The Pope, the heretics, 
the preachers of heresy, who are false prophets, 
false apostles, will cease to exist. They will dis- 
appear like the night, with all their cunning, 
all their wisdom, and all their riches ; and every 
one will walk in broad daylight, in the splendor 
of the sun. 





Teie wolf liere appears to attack Popery. lie 
grasps liis sword, and with it power aud dominion. 
Magic gives us to believe that these wolves are of 
the scorpion species; for the wolf represents the 
peasants, who will be the first to attack, Tlie 
razor in the Pope's baud attests his consecration. 
The consecration of the Pope aud all the clergy 
may be likened to a razor. The razor in his band 
ia the emblem of power, and by losing it he loses 
bis power, and is no more than any other mortal. 
God never intended to place heavenly power at 
the discretion of the Pope. The Pope standing 
in the crown, and not on it, means that be is like 
a king in his realm, defended on all sides. Tlie 
peasants will be tbe first to drive him from bis 
stronghold; the sword will be wrested from him, 
and the razor with which he had shorn others, will _ 
be tunied against him and his adlicrents. Magic ' 
gives ns to nnderstand tliat the crown comprises 
all his dominion, and the clergy over which 1 
rules. Altbongb be appeara to be strong in his 
dominion, it will, be wreeted fmni liim, like the 
crown, the sword, the keys, and the razor. The 
downfall of Homanism and the ChurcSi is at hand. 
Tlie wolves will tear them to pieces, partioidarly 
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those who ielo7iff to his caste. However, this is 
only tlio first attack against him and his adhe- 
rents ; his power will be weakened, but not quite 
annihilated. The wolf, so magic tells us, stands 
here for a priest, and wolves will attack him. He 
has consecrated them, and they will turn, against 
him. 
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The foriiier iignre indicated tiio loss of the 
sword, which would tail into the hands of the 
wolves. As we know already that in the magic 
language wolves stand for priests, we must believe 
that they will be the ones to make an atlaet, and 
liold the power, which in tlicii" tm-ii they will lose. 
God will send an angel to take tliepower from tliem, 
and after its loss they will no longer be able to 
bind and unbind. The confidence placed in them 
will bo lost, as well as the immnnities of Popery. 
!No one should then be led to believe that the 
power of Popery will le eoerlasting. "We read it 
in all magic and in all constellations. 

The Pope will lose all his power little by little, 
and like a tree that is withered, will he cut down, 
for the dry rod in his hand shows hia decline and 
rapid fall. That which grows suddenly, also 
perishes suddenly ; but it is not so here, for wo 
read in the Word of God that the fig tree suddenly 
dried up and grew no more. The rod signifying 
punishment, would indicate that he carries his pun- 
ishment in his own hand, like an unruly pupil who 
is punished by his schoolmaster. The peacock which 
appears to gladden his sight, indicates that tJie 
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Pope will appeal to Austria^ and that she will give 
him help. Magic says that a peacock is a nierr}" 
bird, the emblem of Austria, and is at the side of 
the Pope to sustain him. Notwithstanding the 
punishment to which the Pope will be subjected, 
he will be upheld by Austria. The angel lifting 
up the keys, is a sure sign that the grace of God 
has departed from tlie Pope. None of those who 
assist him will he saved. Timely circumsta7ices 
will help hirriy hit he will not be helped by God.

The last two figures represented tlie misfortime 
and downfall of tbe Pope, Uiroiigh tlie Wolf and 
tlie Angel — tlie third misfortune lie will receive 
at the hands of warriors. The Pope will become 
a pilgrim and a stranger in Rome. Tlie iron-elad 
man indicates that he will be driven from his seat 
by war ; bnt the warrior will not attempt to take 
the life of the Pope. Thongh death is threatening 
him, tbe hand which is outstretched from the 
clpnds turns the wrath of the warrior away, the 
punishment of being driven from the scat is 
enough for the present. So anxious is tho man to 
take away the Pope's life, that he wrathfuUy 
wounds liimself by grasping violently the sharp 
edge of the sword. The wrath of the Lord issoothed. 
Swords and speare mean war, rebels and multitudes 
of warriors. The stars signify that the hand of the 
Lord turns the sword away, that the Pope may not 
entirely perish ; for, all that happens to us on earth, 
is decreed in heaven. Although that magic would 
make us believe that the end of the Pope is at 
hand, the decree of God is different ; He breaks 
the power of the Pope's adversaries, so that he 
I (nay have tiie opporttmity of reforming ; for God 
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is very lenient ; it is long before he punishes this 
wicked. 

This is the third in the series of the trials in- 
flicted on the Pope. We see him now driven 
from his home. Harken, ye most obstinate of the 
Popes ! What else but luxury is meant to be 
driven away — for luxury is at the bottom of all 
this trial.

One will take hold 
of hia head, that is to say, the Pope will be op- 
pressed by tlie raging bears and torn to pieces by 
them. The three bears signify that thefailh will 
he divided into three parts. Three new faiths will 
m aiTse, And as the bears feed on prey, so will tlie 
^^^ I*op6 tie torn to pieces and devoured. The three 
^^H creeds will not occupy the office of the Pope as 
^^P they hoped to do ; one, however, will. The bears 
^^ doing away with the Pope are like dogs attack- 
ing a man ; tliey do not become angels, but 
remain bears. These, and not angels, make 
the attack. Magic tells us that the bears 
stand for men who live on spoils ; they de- 
vour out of envy, hatred and avarice. From their 
nature we are led to believe that devils, and not 
angels, will cause the ruin of the Pope. His own 
followers will attack him so terribly that he will 
not find any comfort in his book ; all that will be 
left him, is to own himself to be a liar and a cheat. 
I TIic bears will perish as bears do porisli. After 
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the Pope and the hears shall have perished^ the 
Millennium will begin and the true understanding 
of faith J love and hope.* 



•That will be the New Churchy Vte New Jerusalem. — [Bsmabx 
OF THE Editor.] 
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Tins picture indicates the arrogance of the Pope. 
Altliongli the punishment mentioned Jn tlie pre- 
ceding fignre — the beara eating his flesh — shall 
take place, the Popo nevertheless will continue to 
be arrogant. The serpent signifiea the devil Le- 
viathan, and the dove the Holy Ghost or the voice 
of God. They are having an altercation; the 
Pope, bearing a banner, is looking on to see the 
Iloly Ghost lighting agninst the devil. He bids 
the devil to quit the earth ; against which the 
latter is combatting. The Pope then tarns away 
from both, and says in his wicked lieart: the ban- 
ner is mine, that is Eome, and all the followers of 
the llomisii Church. Mine also is power and the 
world. I have no need of yon ; I have already 
reaped my Ijarvcst ; I have fattened my sow ; do 
as yon please ; I have my share. And he turns 
away from them in the belief that he no longer 
needs thein. Wo see herein his arrogance and 
proud haughtiness, which he does not relinquish. 
Neither the deml nor the Lord, so he thinks, have 
anything to do with Mm, he is his own jnas- 
ier. Hq also imagines that no one can de- 
prive liiiii of what he holds from Peter and 
Paul ; that lie needs neither of them any 
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longer. Having the power in Ins own hand, he 
believes himself to bp able to rule. The devil, if 
he should need him, would be at his command 
too^ and would obey him. He continues to be sin- 
ful and arrogant, and grows in wickedness. He 
does not heed the punishments that are inflicted 
on him, one after another, and those which arc to 
come yet ; but he boasts of the freedom of his 
banner, and of his book. The "Word being eternal, 
he believes that he will hold the keys too forever. 
No one can take them from him ; but, like Judas, 
who was an Apostle chosen by Christ, and was 
still a traitor, so will the apostolic power be taken 
from the Pope and anotlicr be placed in his ttead. 
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There is no end to the plagues jot ; many more 
will come up, for tlic Pope i-eliea too mucli on his 
own power. Tliis figure indicates that tlie Popo 
will be deprived of liis power of absolving sins, of 
binding on earth and in heaven, and all this on 
account of his whoredom. Tlio nnicorn being a. 
very clean animal ; has such a sliai^p scent that it 
disecrns a virgin ; this animal stands for God, 
who linen's all. The unicorn, which is seen push- 
ing down the tiara of the Pope, is a sign of his 
degradation. His office and all his aj)piu'tcnances 
will be taken away from liim. This is the follow- 
ing plagne, and almost the last, which God has 
decreed. God takes away alt his freedom and all his 
comfort ; ho is like a dishonest captain, who is de- 
prived of his office and becomes an executioner. The 
J'ope will he dethroned, his tiara taken from him, 
and his power will never return to his followers 
and name. All the fniit of the tree, that is to say 
the priesthood, will also be deprived of its power, 
and the ti'ee will wither. Like the weed which is 
torn lip and coat into tJie fire, will this evil be 
vprooted and also he cast into the jire. Tliat will 
be their last judgment-day — their downfall and 
condemnation. But it will not be the judgment- 
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day of the blessed ; for after this day another will 
come, and all the inhabitants of the earth will re- 
joice and live in peace. The fruits of the tree 
will no longer pollute the earth ; the devil, in the 
shape of the serpent, will be cast into the fire of 
the lowest hell. The Man on earth will be guilty 
of no heresies ; no false apostles will appear to 
him, and no false Christians shall there be. 
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This figure bas the following meaning. Like 
tlie rose which smells sweet in May and rejoices 
every one, whilst it withers in the fall and nothing 
remains but the barren bush, so will this Monk be 
sweet to the people. The multitude will run to 
hear liim ; hut a time of drought will follow, 
nothing will remain but the barren bush ; tJiat is, 
empty words witliout flavor and taste. The sickle 
means that as every thing is hewn down with it, 
plants and weeds, so will good and evil be cut 
down and cast into the fire. This is indicated by 
the poker. The naked thigh sliows that tliere will 
bo a great uncovering of whoring, so great that all 
hearts will he laid bare, and whores and whore- 
mongers will be known. AH evil deeds will bo 
uncovered ; the naked thigh is the wickedest and 
the most far-spread whoredom ever known. Tiie 
Monk shows that there will arise a man who will 
be listened to with great admiration by the multi- 
tude; but his autumn will come too, and bo will 
wither. He will cut down all that is good and 
evil. lie will spare nothing, and inflict much 
troablc. His autumn will be likca tire, in which 
lie will be consumed like wood. The instrnmenta 
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at his feet indicate that he cannot escape, for they 
surround him on all sides. After his mission shall 
be fulfilled with the upper signs, he passes on to 
the lower — the reign of whoredom and the con- 
suming by fire. In this manner will be consumed 
all the good he has done.

Tjie pope will receive Iiclp ffom tlic ox in his 
nndcrtakiiige, and protection in need ; but the 
work will be eo difficult that the ox will grow 
tired to exhaustion, and lie down at the Pope's 
feet, and will be killed. Magic shows tliat the ox 
means tlie Swiss, the Pope's guard, who will fight 
for him ; but they exhaust thcniseh'es in their ef- 
forts, and they will be of no avail to him ; that is 
to eay, that the Pope will loose his power, and 
great distress will come unto him. Tlie Emperor 
and his wife behind the curtain shows that Popery 
will be raised again, for the peacock (Austria) 
means well with the Pope, and will eontinue to 
do so. Know, then, that althongh the destruction 
of the Popish realm has beeu predieted, the Em- 
peror will continue in his belief in the power of 
the Pope to open heaven.

therefore he is like a wild she-bear, which ia more 
furious than the male. Empires deprived of the 
grace of God fall to atoms, not by any righteous 
man, but they destroy one another. Like a city 
where there is no unity nor security, one devours 
the other. Cilics falling through their own in- 
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iquity, not through the power of tyrants^ hut hy 
coinhatting against each other. No pious man wUl 
have a liand in the Pope^s destruction^ for he will 
perish through his own priestliood.

This figure shows tbc approaching end of Po- 
pery. The fox is one of the Pope's own honseliold 
and tribe, for all that t/ie Pope docs he is doing 
with tJie cunning of a fox. The heretics are the 
fox, wiio will carry away the Pope's banner, and 
this wiU bo the end of him. lie retains neither 
keys nor banner, neither cities nor land, neither 
empire nor dultcdom ; he is an outcast. His own 
foxes have driven him away with cunning. 
Through tho heretics Popery will see its end, and 
this is the last of his number and tribe. Although 
many heretics Lave risen previously, nothing has 
been done to him ; hut there have been many of 
them, and such a constellation has never before 
appeared ; but the rabble grows fnrioiis and is 
great, and t!ie execntioncrs are ready. 
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Who could possess less than nakedness and be 
deprived of all? But the prieatliood will he na- 
ked and deprived of all. None of them will know 
where to direct their steps, and tlie poorest peasant 
will ho richer than they. This is the desiruciion of 
the Pope and his final deposition. He, the 
Pope, will he destroyed, and with him all his 
cardinals, patriarchs, bishops, orders, priests, and 
all — all will be consumed, and finally also tho 
heretics. 

They must all come to an end wlio live after the 
maniier of thd Priests, who have been anointed ^ 
they all will go down, one alone lotll remain,, the 
others will disappear like snow. Many wonder- 
ful events will come to pass before tho Pope will 
sit naked on a hard stone.

Know then, that not by man, but by the angela 
of God, shall tlie Pope be crowned. For all tliose 
who have been crowned by man shall perisli like 
a tree that has been condemned by God. Man- 
kind shall have a Pope not after the fashion of his 
3, nor afterthat ofthcpcasanis and heretics, 
but after the will of God. Tlic Popo {shepherd) shall 
possess power by the grace of God, and he 
Bhall rule in tlie spirit of mercy and love of God. 
No one shall be allowed to say, make the Pope 
after my fashion, nor shall the choice of him bo in 
the power of mortals ; and none will bo elected 
by the judgments of men, wliich are all false and 
worthless ; and thus every thing effected by sueh 
elections is likewise false and idolatrous. But 
God will choose him, for he lias chosen the first, 
and so shall ho do the last, for His is tlie privilege 
and powci', not man's. For if men could choose 

I tlie Pope, it would be as it was before, the devil 
would be among them; for he is friendly to all 
Buch elections by self dii-octod men, 
_ 
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The true Mass will be celebrated once more, the 
false ones Laving been set aside by tlie Pope with 
the razor, by liereties who break up hia dominion. 
This Maaa will be instituted by God, and not by 
men. The heretics liaving died, there will be no 
interference on tlicir part. The Pope will then 
derive liia power from God. Angela placing 
him in a chair and holding a curtain around 
him, give us to imderetand that the Pope will 
be put on his throne J>y angels, and iiot hy - 
meii ; his power likewise isiU emanate from God, 
and not from men. What could be more becom- 
ing than the garments laid on him by the hand 
of augela, or the throne prepared for him by their 
hands, and not by those of men ; for hia best orna- 
ment will be his following in tJie footsteps of 
Christ and his apostles. lie will restore to life 
those who are dead ; he will heal the sick ; the 
blind will see again; and the leprous will be 
cleansed. Tliis will be the garments of angela — 
that hy his virtues lie will sMne, praising God the 
Father in heaven., who gave ihnn to him: 
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Thjb is the end, and signifies : the Iamb with 
Bcven horna bciug Chiist, tho Pope wiil crown 
him, and thereby confess that Chriet, and noi a 
man, is Piype ; that Christ s is thepcfwer, and not 
man's ; for the Pope on earth is to he a perfect {re- 
generated) man, leaching his flock hy his example 
how to live in Christ. 

Thus all will be imited under his power; there 
will be no discord, but there will he one shepherd, 
evc7i Christ, over the seven races of man. Under 
liis rule wo shall then remain for ever. Satan 
will no longer have any power over ua ; through 
all eternity we shall live and be full of joy and 
gladness. But all false Christians will have died, 
as well as all false apostles and false prophets. 
The heretics and •unbelievers too loiU have died; 
for their gods having perished, tliey must needs 
pcrisli likewise. But hard and difficult will it be 
for ua to reach this goal ; many fountains will di-y 
up, and many changes take place, before that time 
arrives. Before this comes to pass, however, there 
loill perish all usurers, all the rich, anil all the 
children and jtrinces of this world ; they will 
perish like a rabble, and be consumed, and all vice 
and wickedness will have disappeared from the 
pathway of the godly. 
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Now, at the eouclusion of tlicsc magic fignros, 
we find it necessary, dear reader, to add a lew 
explanatory remarks, without wliicli the cud of 
Popery might remaiii anintelligible. 

More than fonr hundred and fifty years have 
elapsed since the discovery of these magic figures. 
It will be caeiiy perceived tiiat the explanations 
given by Paracelsus are all brief and pointed.

In tlie time there- 
in predicted. Popery, and with it the CaihoUo 
Church, will come to an end. For, with its abom- 
inable adoration of saints, and its so-called divine 
service, the Catholic Clmrch presents i-ather the 
appearance of a beatiicn than of a Clu'istian wor- 
ship. Kow would Christ have appeared in liis 
entrance into Jerusalem, riding on an ass's colt. 
had he been adorned with the hat of a Pagan 
bishop of our day, or with the tiara of a Pope ! 

Tlius wilt disappear the Catholic Cliurch, whieli 
is already dead spiritually. Tliu 21st, 22d, 23d, 
and 24th Figures show forth a «ew state of t/ie 
Church. In it there will be no Pope ; for the 
Zord icill ie the Pope, living amidst His people, 
as we read in the Revelation of St. John (chap. 
21) : " Schokl the talernach <•/ God is with men,

and he will dwell with them, and they shall he his 
people, and God hiniaelf shall he with them, and 
be their God. And God shall wipe away all tears 
from their eyes; and there shaU he no more death, 
neither aorrow nor crying, neither shall there 
he any more pain : fur the former things are 
passed away. (Rev. chap. 21 v. 1-4.) And there 
shaU he no night there ; and they need no candle, 
neither light of the sun : for the Lord Ood giveth 
them light ; and they shall reign for ever and 
ever. (Kev. chap, 22 v. 5.) 

H'or will there he any earthly Pope {in the for- 
mer or present sense of that word), hut the Laiiib 
will he the Pope, as it is written in Revelation, 
■whefe we read : " And there shall he no more 
cwse; hut the throne of God and of tJie Lamh 
shall he in it, and his servants shall serve him." 
(Rev. cliap, 22 v. 3.) This new state of the 
Church on earth will be

as it lias hecn revealed hy Isaiali (chap. GS v. 17) : 
" For behold, I create new heavens and a new 
earth : and the former shall not bo remembered, nor 
come into mind." Thus too it is written in the Re- 
velation (chap. 21, 23.) 

The following explanations may serve for a bet- 
ter nnderstanding of the new Church, called the 
" !New Jerusalem." From the creation of the 
world down to our own time, there liave existed 
in succession /ok )• distinct Churches on our globe. 
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One befoi'c tlic delngc, wliicli is called tho Adamio 
Cliurcli ; this was followeil by the JV^oetio Cbiirch 
(that of Noah and liis posterity) ; then came tho 
Israelitic, and iiiially the Christian Church, which 
latter has now but an external existence. These 
four ChurebcB are described by Daniel {chap. 2, 
31—43), when he i-clates how be saw the Btatiio of 
Ifebncliadnezzar in his dream ; and in chapter 7, 
vereea 3 to 9, when he speaks of tho four beasts 
arisingfrom the earth. Ineachof thefourclnirches, 
four diifercnt changes took place. The first of 
these changes represented tho appearing of tho 
Lord Jehovah, and the redemption of man; this 
was the morning or beginning of a Church ; tho 
second change rcpreaentedits teaching, and thereby 
its day or progressive stage. Then the third 
change, its decline or evening; and finally, tlio 
fourth, the night, end or termination of a Church. 
After the end of each Church, the Lord Jehovah 
comes to sit in j udgment over the adherents or fol- 
lowers of that church which has passed away ; and 
to separate the good from the wicked. TJie former 
he elevates into heaven, while he condemns the ■ 
latter to hell.* 

* When wo speiii of a hell, dear render, jon mnst not think 
of the boll tliat bos been iavBotod by imbecile Catbolic priests, 
and which they liavo peopled with persoiml devils nudSataas— 
a. place where the soola of the departed hnre to uudcrgo all 
the tortures of the Inqmaitiou, and are thns tonnented in vir- 
tue of Papal authority. But, in its tme sense, hell is a place 
of bamsbnieDt for tho sonla of the deceased, who have neither 
any goodness nor any truth in tbemBBlyes, nor any capabili^ 
of receiving the same, owing to their own perverse and wicked 
wilL Tbna there are no personal detrila, or SaUtrxs, tor devil in the 
Bpiritual sense denotes the evils of hell ; while by Solan are 
designated the falsities of hell, both in contradiHtinction 
beavenly good and heavenly truth. 




With those gathered nroniid Jiim, the Lord Jeho- 
vah forms tiiQ new Heaven, whereas the wicked 
constitute the new Ildl. 

From tliis new Heaven, the Lord Jehovah brings 
down "TiiK Nkw Chdkcii," or " Tub Nhw Jeku- 
BALEM," of which St. John says (chap, ^l, v, 2) : 
"And I saw the Holy City, the now Jerusalem, 
coming down from God out of heaven, prepared 
08 a brido adorned for her husband." But tliis is 
done by moans of the revelation of truths from 
His moutli, or hy Ilia Word, and through Inspira- 
tion. Both these divine operations united, are at 
the same time called "Redemption." Withont 
the lattci', it is impossible for man to be regeiier- 
ated and saved. Each of the first three Churches, 
after losing its spiritual vitality, has passed away, 
and been swaliowed up by the next in succession. 
Thus the first or Adaniic Church, which is to bo 
considered as the primiiive Church, existed 
before the deluge, by which its end or termination 
is allegorically deseribed. Tiie second, or Noetic 
Church, which is also called the ancient Church, 
flourished chiefly in Asia, and to a less extent in 
Afiica. It was desecrated thi'ongli the worship of 
idols, and thus came to an end. The third — the 
Jewish or Israelitic Chnrch — commenced with the 
proclamation of the ten Commandments on Mount 
Sinai. It continued as long as the Word of God, 
written down hy Moses and the Prophets, was 
faithfully observed, and until aprofanc disregard of 
the same, when that Church also perished. This 
event took place at the time of the advent of the 
Lord himself, w!io is the Word, and who was 
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nailed to the cross, Tlie fourtli is tliat whieli exists ia 
our own times, viz., tlie Christian Church. It lias 
already outlived itselfepirituallyjandia near its end. 
For tlie end of a Cliurcli, and the consuinmatioii 
of its time, have come when it has no longer any 
genuine tnith or any genuine good left ; when con- 
sequently both what ia good and what is true have 
eeased to exist in it, so that in their stead evils and 
falsities have heguii to reign. Then, nothing 
remains hut uncertainty as to the existence of God, 
as to heaven and hell, and a life after death (an 
unbelief which we find now actually prevailing 
everywhere.) All those who have become con- 
firmed in the denial of a God, and all those who 
float in uncertainty between denying and affirm- 
ing, actually elmn t!ie light, and flee away from it 
into darkness. If they are ordained priests, they 
have a false and deceptive light in I'egard to all 
these things, and thus ai'o like owls, cats and mice 
in the darkness of night. 

The end of those four Churches rendered tho 
institution of a, fifth Church necessary. The neces- 
sity of the latter is obvious, from the fact that in 
creating the world, the Lord had no other object 
in view than to provide a constant conjunction 
between Himself and mankind, so that man might 
live in Him, and He in man. From this may be 
inferred the principal condition for the permanent 
existence of each of these Churches, namely, tho 
knowledge and acknowledgment of a God, with 
whom each and every one might become c 
This fundamental condition has, however, 
been fulfilled by the first four Churches. For in 
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the primitive Chiircli, which existed before the 
deluge, they worshipped an invisible God, with 
whom no conjunction is possible. The eame was 
tlie case with the ancient Church, wliich came 
after the deluge. In the Israelitic Churcli, tliey 
worshipped Jehovah, who is invisible in HimEclt', 
(Exodus 33, V. 18-23), but under a hninan form. 
For we see Him assuming the form of an angel, 
and appearing thus to Moses, Abraham, Sarah, 
Hagar, Gideon, Joshua, and to the Prophets. 
This appearance, however, under Lumau form was 
but a prefiguTotion of the Lord that was to come. 
Therefore also must the whole as well as tlie details 
and particulars of the preceding Churches, be 
looked upon as prefigurative and typical. 

The fourth Church, liowever, which was called 
Christian, did at least orally and externally pro- 
fess to believe in one lyiily God, in three persona, 
each of which is looked upon as God himself— a 
Trinity divided asunder and not united in one per- 
son. They were obliged to believe in God the 
Father, God the Son, and God the Holy Ghost, 
each one of whom is invisible. Nevertheless, this 
one and invisible God has come into the world 
under a human form, not only for the sake of 
saving mankind, hut also to become visible and 
conjoined to men. 

Daniel, explaining the Dream of Nebuchad- 
nezzar, in speaking of tlie four empires, means tlie 
four churches ; and predicts that a ^th, or new 
church, should follow, surpassing in splendor and 
in glory all the churches that had preceded, and 
vanished away in succession. He says (chap. ii. 
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V, 44), *' Jn tlie daya of those kings sliall the God 
of Iicaven Bet up a kiDgdom wliicli sliall never be 
dcBtroyed ; and the kingdom shall not he left unto 
other people, but it shall break in pieces and con- 
sume all these kingdoms, and it shall stand for- 
ever," This fifth, new and last church has been 
revealed by the Lord himself, who, in His infinite 
mercy, disclosed its first or initiatory doctrines 
more tlian a hnndred years ago, tlirough a servant 
especially chosen and sanctified by Him. Thig 
church was thereafter, in reality, established hy 
Him in the year 1838, in one of the great cities qf 
Eastern Europe, and thus also iegan to exist ex- 
ternally and naturally. But, in that land of 
Herod, persecutions at once commenced, and the 
new-bom infant (the new church) was compelled 
to flee to Egypt. Tliere it nuist remain hidden, 
that it may grow and acquire strength, nntil the 
servants of Horod shall have become poworicsB, and 
the child be able to return in safety to Nazareth. 
We must add that, in this fifth, new and last 
church, all other churches, creeds and systems of 
religion, without any exception, will le merged and 
swallowed up forever. 

For the reader who is not accjuaintcd witli the 
nature of this new dispensation, it must be of in- 
terest to leani at least the fundamestal tekets 

AND OEWKRAl PEINCIPLES OF : 
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T/ie Heavenly Doctrines of the iW'W Jerusale^n 
are tlie following, vis : 

I. Jkhovah God is the Creator and Preserver of 
Heaven and Earth. lie is essential Love and 
essential Wisdom, or Good itself and Trutli itself. 
He is one in essence as well as in person ; but in 
Htm there is a Divine Trinity, consisting of Fa- 
ther, Son and Holy Ghost; as ia man — Soul, 
Body and vital manifestation form but one being. 
Tlic Lord and Savionr Jesns Christ is this God. 

II. Jehovah God as iAe Divine Truth, which is 
the Word, has (withont, however, separating the 
Divine Good from liiraself,) descended to us and 
assumed Imman nature, in order to subjngate the 
Powers of Darkness and destroy their influence ; 
to reduce the Spiritual World to a normal condi- 
tion ; to prepare on Earth the way for a New 
Chnrch, and thereby to accomplish the great work 
of Eedemption. Throngh sutfering and tempta- 
tion He has glorified His humanity, by fully 
uniting it to His indwelling Divinity. AU those 
will be saved who sincerely believe in Him, and 
have received this faith, in their hearts as well as 
their minde, iind who manifest it in their entire 
life. 

HI. The Word of the Lord, or the Sacred Scrip- 
ture, was written by Divine Inspiration. It eon- 
tains a threefold sense, or a heavenly, spiritual 
and natural meaning. These three meanings are 
intimately connected with each other by corres- 
pondence. In all these senses it contains Divine 
Trutli adapted, in their sevei'al degrees, to the 
Angels of the three Heavens, as well as to Man on 
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EurtlL Ab the Lord and Ris Word are one, and 
as by the Word man is eoiijoinod with Heaven, it 
is of the highest iinpoi'tanco that \vg should dis- 
cern tlie genuine, Divinely-inapired Books of tlic 
AVord from all other writings. Those Boobs which 
form the perfect and complete Cauon of the Sac- 
red Scriptnre, and are tnown as such, are the 
following: In the Old Covenant — the Five Books 
of Moses, called Genesis, Exodus, Leviticns, Num- 
bers, Deuteronomy, the Uook of Joshua, tlie Book 
of Judges, tlie two Books of Samuel, the two 
Books of Kings, the Psalms of David ; the Pro- 
phets—Isaiah, Jeremiah, (with the Lamentations,) 
Ezckiel, Daniel, Hose a, Joel, Amos, Obadiah, 
Jonah, Hicliah, Nahnm, Hahakhnk, Zephaniah, 
Haggai, Zacharias, and Malnchi. And in the 
New Covenant, the Four Evangelists — Mat- 
thew, Mark, Luke, and John, and the Eevelation 
of John, or tiie Apocalypse. 

IV. All that is evil, bo it of the incHnation or 
thought, or of the life, ia to be shunned as a sin 
against God, and as coming from the Devil, that 
is from" Hell, — destroying in man all capacity for 
enjoying the bliss of Heaven. On the contrary, 
all that is good, — good inclinations, good thoughts, 
good actions, ought to he cherished and loved, as 
being divine and emanating from God. Every 
act of love and charity, of justice and righteoua- 
uesSj^towarda society in general, and individuals 
in particular, — ought to he done by man as if 
from himself, with the express acknowledgment, 
however, that in reality it is done by the Lord, 
who works in and through man. 
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T. Iinmediatoly after tlic deatli of tho material 
body {which is never thereafter assumed again,) 
man rises to a new life, in virtue of his spiritual 
and substantial body. He thus continues to live 
in a perfect luunan form, with all liia former fac- 
ulties of mind and body unimpaired. IlGnco, 
death is but the transfer from the natural to the 
spiritual world, and a continuation of life, whicli 
will be cither eternally happy or unhappy, accord- 
ing to the ruling love which man lias acquired 
while living on earth ; and which is in conformity 
with the divine truths of the Holy Word, or with 
their opposites, for, every man is adjudged indi- 
vidually after death, either for Heaven or Hell, 
according to what his life has been in the body, 
either good or evil. 

VI. Concerning children who die before they 
have attained their full powers of mind and 
reached the ago of mature judgment, — be they 
baptized or unbaptized, be they in the Christian 
Church ornot, be they born of godly or ungod- 
ly parents, — they will all be received by the Lord 
into Heaven, and after they liave been instrutc- 
cd and their understandings developed, they will 
become partakera of the bliss and perfection of 
Angels. 

TH. Tln-ongh the mercy and providence of 
God, the proper means of salvation are rendered 
accessible to ail mankind, so tliat men of every 
creed or denomination on earth, be they Jews, 
Christians, Mahomnictana, or Heathen, may be 
saved, provided they live in love and charity to- 
wards one another from i-cligions motives, and 




accordance with the knowledge and nudei'standing 
tliey poESOBS. Neyertlieleee, tlie New and true 
Christian Eeligion, inasmuch as it derivca its ex- 
istence directly from our I^ord and Saviour Jesna 
Christ, — who ia the only God of Heaven and 
Earth, — is of all creeds the best adapted to effect a 
firm and complete union orconjunetion with Him ; 
thereforej it sliould be considered more excellent, 
heavenly and divine tliau any other religion. 

Yin. All the eircnmstances and all the oc- 
currences of human life, bo they productive of 
happiness or nnhappincss, stand under the direct 
and immediate care of Divine Providence. No- 
thing can occur or happen to man, — either in 
general or in particular, — which, in its most 
minute details, as well as in its totality, is not cal- 
culated to promote his eternal welfare in a manner 
only known to Infinite Wisdom. 

IX. True conjug'ial Love, which can exist only 
between one man and one woman, constitutes one 
of the fundamental characteristics of the New 
Churelt ; for it is founded on the marriage or in- 
timate union between Goodness and Truth, and 
necessarily corresponds to the marriage of the 
Lord with Ilis Oiiurcb. Ilcnce, it is more 
heavenly, more spiritual, more holy, more pure, 
and more innocent than any other love among 
angola or men. 

X. ])£an has not Life in himself; he is only the 
recipient of Life froui the Lord, who alone has 
Life in Himself. This Life is communicated by 
an inilux from the Lord into all and ovorything 
"i the spiritual world ; be it in Heaven or in Hell, 




the intermediate state, called tlie "World of 
Spirits, — and also into everything iu the natural 
world ; but it ia received by each one diifercntly, 
according to the quality of tlie recipient. 

XI. The last judgmetii, of which mention is 
so often made in tlje Gospels and the Apocalypse, 
— consists of n separation of the "good from the 
wicked in the spiritual world, where tliey had lived 
congregating and mingling with one another 
fi"cely, ever since the first advent of the Lord, and 
had thus continued until His second coming. The 
last judgment did thus actnally take place (as a 
spiritual event-) in the year 1757, when, according 
to Scripture, tlie first Heaven and Earth (the old 
Church) came to an end, and the foundation for a 
New Church was laid, in which everything will 
bo made new. 

XII. As an act of the mercy of God to mankind, 
who, without it, wonld have been swallowed up 
in eternal death, — the second advent of the Loi'd 
has already taken place, and is still tahing place 
up to the present day ; for, it is a coming not in 
person, hut in the power and glory of the spiritual 
sense of Jlia Hdy Word, which is Ilimsdf. 
Jlence, the Holy City, the iVew Jerusalem, is even 
now desccTiding from God y it comes down from 
Heaven as a hride adorned fiyr her husband. 



DiiAK liEADKK 1 — Should you ever hear of such 
a New Church, beware of following the wi-ong 
(rack ; for, there exist not only here in America, 
but also ill Enrope, a ituinl)er of sficictics and con- 
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greg'atioQB, tlie menibcra of which style themselves 
membera of the "New Church," They actually 
imagine themselves to bo already in tfie New 
Church, and thus believe that when they die they 
will find an appointed jilace ready, waiting for 
them in the Holy City, in the midst of the New 
Jerusalem ! 

They build liouses wlierein to assemble, and to 
worship after their own fashion, putting, as it 
were, the Lord God to death ; and because they 
are too indiiferont to read the doctrines of the Now 
Church for themselves, tbey appoint a priest, who 
expounds the doctrines to them, so that they may 
bo spared the labor of thinking;— just as the prac- 
tice was in the by-gone old Churches. They also 
keep the holy Sabbath, although they should know 
better and understand what Sabbath means. 
They hold their idolatrous worship and are bnp- 
tizedby their ordained priest. From hia polluted 
hands tliey receive their Holy Communion. In 
their praying and singing they would fain outdo 
any old Catholic Nun, as is still the custom in the 
old Churches, and they flatten their noses against 
(heir hands, and call this " awakening devotion." 
They build Theological Seminaries with the money 
which is donated to them, and which they ought 
to employ for (he henejit of their poor irethren. 
Uut tliese seminaries — theologicjil baiTacks — are 
for young idlers and loiterers, who shrink from 
following an honest calling, and rather prefer to 
be fed by the sacrifices of otliere, so that tliey may 
afterwards become expounders of the New Church 
doctrines. These doctrines were given by the 
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Lord Himself, and aro very plain, clear and easily 
understood ! Nevertlieless, those priests esponnd 
them after tlieir owii preconceived ideas and er- 
roneons notions, and mix them up with their own 
false and pernicious doctrines. And nonsense, 
which they themselves liavo originated, is served up 
to their flock as the food of angels. Thus they en- 
deavor to elucidate the fundamental tenets or 
rudiments of tlie New Church (for these aro all 
they possess,) as if the Sun of the Lord had need 
to be illuminated by n dirty tallow candle of lazy, 
arrogant, audacious Pharisees! Such a house 
tliey call their chnrcli or temple, forgetting that 
the Lord has said : " The Heaven is my tiirono 
and the Earth is my footstool, where is the house 
that ye build unto me t and where is the place of 
my rest?" (Isaiah Ixvi. v. 1.) And : "The Most 
High dwelleth not in temples made with hands." 
" The hour cometh, when ye shall neither in this 
mountain nor yet at Jerusalem worship the Fatlier 
— they that worship Him must worship Him in 
spirit and in truth," (John, chap. iv. v. 21—24.) 

SucU new Churches, and their impure worship, 
are represented in the spintual world of heaven by 
an old house, built of rotten vsooA, over a filthy 
swaTivp, from which arises a putrid stench y sur- 
rounded with a railing of new wood, the whole 
structure painted over with the colon's of the new 
Church. Tftence arises the fetid STihell of putrid 
horse urine, as incense for the worship which is 
celebrated in it ! 

The new Church, called the Ifeio Jerusalem, was 
first established spiritually by the Lord Jlimsf^f, 
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through revelatitme. lie Himself laid the foiinda* 
tion of it on earth nalurally through revelations.* 

With what right then do these intrnders ordain 
themselves as priests of the Lordf Who has 
givea them such an order! From whom do they 
hold their eoratnissioa ? Tho Ij&rd- Himself is the 
Architect of the new Chnrcli on earth ; the Lord 
Jlimsdf selects Hia builder and Ilis workmen ; 
He Himself baptizes those who are eleeted by 
Him to be raenibers of tlie new Chnrcli, and tho 
Lord Himself liolds comnuinion witli Hia children 
in Ihe new Chiirch.f 

You must fii'st become meek and bumble, ye arro- 
guut, self-created idols. Learn some honest trade I 
You should first seek truth 1 Clear yfjiroiwi field, 
and till your own ground, in order tJiat yon may 
be able to sow the Lord's wheat, provided yon 
receive such, on a field given to you by Him, 
Then, and then only, when tho fruit has grown 
under the blessed hand of the Lord, may you go 
and feed the hungry ! 

Tliereforc, dear reader, should you licar aiiy ru- 
mors and noise about tieio Churches, aud should 
see that any visible or extei'jial worship} is ccle

t " S\d I say tmlo y<nt, I aUl not drink liencifortli of (his fruit of 
Ihe vine, until lliot duy uhea I ih'ink it new Kith ymi in My Folk- 
er's i-ingi/oiM."— (MWt. sxvL BO.) 
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brated io sach a Chureli, tlien you may know that 
yon are on the wrong track. J^or hy this shall ye 
know the true neto Church esttAliahed on earth by 
the Lord Himself, and not hy man : that the true 
If eio Jerusalem has no needofa visible Church or 
edifice. When the Lord died, the earth trembled, 
the rocks parted asunder, the vail of the temple 
was rent in twain. This signifies : that all visible 
and external Church service has leen rent asunder 
and destroyed forever. This internal Chnrch 
Bhines forth from every one that haa received it 
into his heart. The aucicnta had but one Elder, 
and no vicarious and subordinate ecclesiastics, or 
any other functionaries connected with the 
Church ; and verily I say nnto you : and you 
may know that the true Church has no temple; 
wherever the Elder calls a meeting together, there 
is the Loed's House. Once more I say unto you, 
" My temple is not reared by man's hand." TJiua 
speaks the Lord through Ilia servant. 

And now Iiearken unto the voice of the Lord of 
hosts, all ye so-called members of the so-called 
new Churches in America I " All your so-called 
' new Church^ ' shall perish through your own 
dissensions, through your discord, through your 
arrogance, your insane pride qf wealth, your ava- 
rice, greediness, and spirit of vengeance, your 
credulity— for ^au lend a ready ear to calumny 
and slander — and that implaoable hatred you show 
in your capacity as self-appointed Judges ! Any 
oilier sect or denomination is better than yours, ya 
proud, hypocritical Pharisees /'' Thus speaks the 
Lord to yon through His servant. 
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And now to i/iee, proud Babylon, thou plague. 
hreathing City of seven hills, thou that art doomed 
to destruction — Eome ! How great lias been tliy 
fall, and how art tbou become the habitation of 
devils, and the hold of every fonl spirit! For 
thy sins have reached unto heaven, and God hath 
remembered thy iniquities. Alas! alasl thegreat 
city Babylon, that mighty city I for in one hour is 
thy judgment come. And the kings of the cartli, 
■who have committed fornication and lived deli- 
ciously witli thee, shall bewail tliee and lament for 
tliee, when they shall see the smoke of thy burn- 
ing. (Rev. xviii. 2-9.) 

And woe vnto thee also, O guardian of the 
towers of Babylon J How art thou fallen ; how 
art thou cnt down to the ground ! For thou hast 
said iu thine heart: I will ascend into heaven, I 
will exalt my throne above the stars of God. I 
will sit also upon the mount of the congregation 
in the sides of the north. Yet thon shalt be 
brought down to hell, to the sides of the pit. Thy 
pomp is brought down to the grave, and the noiae 
of thy viola ; the worm is spread under thee, and 
the worms cover thee. (Isa. xiv.) ' Thus saith God 
the Lord, he that created the heavens and stretched 
them out ; lie that spread fortii the earth, and that 
which Cometh ont of it ; he that giveth breath 
unto the people upon il. and spint to them that 
walk tlioroin : " / am the Lord, that is my name. 



f iny gloi'y will I not give to another, neitlter 
' e to graven imageg." (Isa. xlii. 5-9.) 
And yet thon hast the audacity, thou Bhame- 
faced dcfiler of God, to steal the Lord's name, to 
steal His lionor, to call thyself the vicegerent of 
God, and to alloto thyself to he worshiped as the 
" Holy Father !" Is it not written, " Neitlier be 
ye called masters ; for one is yonr Master, even 
Christ, and all ye are brethren. And call no man 
your father npon the earth, for one is yonr Father 
which is in heaven ; neither be ye called masters, 
for one is yonr master, even Christ. But he that 
is greatest among yon sliail be yonr servant," 
And is it not written, " "Woe unto yon, scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites ; for yc compass sea and land 
to make one proselyte, and when ho is ■ made, ye 
make him twofold more the child of hell than 
yourselves." (Matt, xxiii. 8-15.) Wherefore woe 
also unto thee, sitting on, thy cursed throne; tlhou 
who art first among Pharisees and hypocrites ! 
The time is nigh when thon shalt go down into 
tiie infernal Jerusalem, to sit there side by side 
with thy predecessors, thon " crasy Don Quixote 
of the Conoordat^^ who art still bent on selling • 
and destroying souls with infernal power. Take 
lience thy excommunicating bulls, which are the 
lightnings of tJiy God, even of Satan and of the 
Devil. Take hence the poignard and poison and 
every deadly weapon, the helpmates of thy holiness, 
and hnrl them against thy adversaries, and thrust 
them against him who said : " And I have put my 
words in thy mouth, and I have covered tliee in 
the shiidow of mine hand, that I may plant the 



hoftTcna, and lay ttic foundations of tlie cartli." 
{Isa. ]i. IG.) Better thou wouldst repent, ^'gj'ux de 
crucej" and strew ashes on thy head, for there 
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Dear reader, yon and probably many Imndt'edB 
of tlionsands, liavo been bronglit np from Infancy 
in tlie belief tbat there is to be a last judgment, 
anil that in it the earth ■will be for ever doomed to 
destruction. The Millentes, for instance, have 
manufactured an article of faith ont of tliis erro- 
neous belief. For your comfort and everyone's 
consolation be it 6aid ; 

" That this world, this globe on which we live, 
shall never be destroyed, but it shall enjoy Viat 
eieifial existence/or which it was created." 

Tliis erroneous conception of " the end of the 
world and of the last judgment," lias originated 
from that part of the "Word of the Lord where it 
is written : " And then shall appear the sign of the 
Son of Stan in heaven; and then shall all the 
tribes of the earth mourn, and they shall see the 
Son of Man coming in the clouds of heaven with 




power and great glory." (Matt, ctap; xxiv. v. 30.) 
(Rev. chap, xxii.) Now there exists in all the 
various Christian Churches a belief according to 
the letter of the Word, that the Lord, in His ad- 
vent for the last judgment, shall actually come in 
pereon, in the cloudgof heaven, with angels and 
tile Eonnd of trumpets ; that he shal! gather to- 
gether all those who shall be living on the earth at 
that time, and the departed likewise, and that He 
shall cast the wicked, or the goals, down toliell, but 
. the righteous, or the sheei>, He shall gather into hea- 
ven. TIienHe shall make anew visible heaven, and 
a new earth, and on this He will cause to descend 
the city called the "New Jerusalem," etc.; and in 
this new city shall be gathered the elect, the living, 
as well as all the dead from the beginning of the 
world. The dead shall arise fi-om their graves in their 
bodies, and enjoy eternal felicity in that magnifi- 
cent city. Toil will soon learn, dear reader, if 
you follow attentively, how greatly in error all 
those persons ai'e who bcUeve in the above. 

2^e second advent of tlie Lord is not an advent 
for the sake of destroying the visible heavens, and 
for the creation of a new habitable earth; it is 
not for the purpose of destroying, but for building 
np ; therefore also salvation and not damnation is 
meant, "for God sent not His Son into the world 
to condemn the world, but that the world through 
him might be saved." (John chap. iii. v. IT. Matt. 
cli. xviii, V. 11.) The purpose of the second advent 
of the Lord is no other than to separate good 
from evil, and those having believed and still 
hcheving in Him shall be saved; and they shall 
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be emplojed In building up the new angelic hea- 
ven and tbe New Church in the ■worlds. Where- 
fom also the advent of the Lcrd, which in fact 
has already taken place, will not be in person, as 
viany helieve, but in the Word. For the Woi'd is 
the Lord Himself. (John chap. vii. v. 1-14.) The 
spiritual sense of the Word having been entirely 
loet, it became necessary for the establishment of 
the New Church to re-open this internal spiritual 
sense, and thus to provide once more a possibility 
for a conjunction with the Lord. This actnally 
came to pnsa at the end of the first half of the 
eighteenth century, through an instrument selected 
by the Lord Ilimself, to whom lie revealed Iliui- 
self in person, and whom Ho filled with His 
spirit, that he might by means of tho key or clua 
to the spiritual sense of the Word which was 
given him, proclaim the doctrines of the Now 
Church, and make them understood. This is tlte 
second advent of the Lord in the clouds ofl.eaven, 
which has already taken place. 

By means of this clue, dear sou!, will it now ho 
possible to explain the coming of the Lord in the 
clouds of lieaven with power and glory, etc. For 
according to the correspondence or typical mean- 
ing given by means of the clue above spoken of, 
we must imderstand " clouds of heaven " as mean- 
ing the Word in its spiritual sense, and " power" 
meaning the might of the Lord by menus of the 
Woi-d. 

And in the same spiritual sense we must under- 
stand also by " end of the world" the dying away 
of all okl Churches ; and by " new enrili," tho 
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formation of the New Ohurek on earth. But in 
order tliat this New Church, already established 
by the Lord, may not only exist on earth, bnt 
extend all over the globe, and tlius spread over 
the whole universe ; it is necessary that prevwitaly 
all should fyi removed and destroyed from this 
earthy which could he a hindrance in the way of 
the divine purpose. Now, this New Ohnrcli bciug 
the kingdom of the celestial good and truth, it is 
also the kingdom of love and justice, the king- 
dom of the regeneration aud everlasting peace. 
Wherefore, also, all men who, on account of their 
evils and falsities, cannot become better, must 
bo destroyed from tlie earth, so that the seed of 
evil and falsity may not again be perpetuated. 
Aud with them must disappear all that which has 
au infernal coiTespondence with the state of audi 
men, that is to say, the causes of evil ; hence tlie 
actual condition of the whole earth and all that is 
thereon. And in the same measure as those states 
of evil and falsity in mankind arc destroyed, in 
the same proportion shall the states of truth and 
goodness take root among men, and because plant- 
ed in a soil made ready to receive tliem, tliey shall 
continue to grow. And in the same measure 
must everything change, both tlte nature and con- 
stitution of this globe and all that is thereon. 
And to be brief, evert/thing on earth must heoome 
new, in relation to the new, that is the regenerated 
race of man. These necessary periodical changes 
of the globe and its inhabitants, come to pass by 
means of revolutions, tvars, famine, pestilence, 
earthqtiaJces, etc. 
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Therefore it is necoaaary that this infernal 
PojKry and all the priesthood should he destroyed, 
in short all old religious institutions ; iesidea the 
idle, false teachers, the priests, it will also leoome 
indispensable that their abettors, who are the em- 
perors, kings, a^id ot/ier rulers, should disappear. 
In fact, the whole cojwpt race ^ the hiff her or pri- 
vileged classes, all uvjust Judges, all unrighteous 
lav}yers,aU dishonest merchants, all who haoe risen 
by rapacity and avarice, and everything which 
conjlicls with love and truth. And now hearken, 
thou Sodom and Gomorrali atnong the cities of 
Aincriea, thou foul and wicked hai'lot I Hearken 
to what will happen to thee, oh 
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Let me shako the dust froui my feet! Thou 
putrid pool of nil vieea and crimes — -mother city 
of all knaves, of nil rogues, usurers, thicvoH, rob- 
bera and murderers ! Thou who art the infernal 
lurking-place of all iniqiiitica and evil deeds! 
Tlioii hellish breeding-place of priestly vermin I 
My mouth shall Epeak tiiy future. Thou city full 
of the misery and wailing of the innocent vic- 
tims of murder and violence that have been 
holplesfily slaughtered and not revenged, crying 
to heaven for vengeance! It shall bo donennto thee 
as was said by Isaiah: "I will punish the world for 
their evil, and the wicked for tlieir iniquity ; and 
I will cause the arrogancy of the proud to cease, 




aud will lower the liauglitiaces of the terrible. I 
will make a man more precious than fine gold; 
even a man tlian tlie golden wedge of Ophir. 
Therefore I will shake the heavens, and the earth 
shall remove out of her place, in the wrath of the 
Lord of Hosts, and in the day of his fierce anger." 
("Chap. xiii. V. H-13.) 

Hearken, therefore, yo Americans, to the voice 
of the Lord, who speaks warninglj to you through 
the month of His servant ; just as it happened in 
Naples (December 16th, 1857), and still worse 
willit/iappen to the degenefoted cily of JS'ew YorJc, 
and also several seaport towns. New York, how- 
ever, will ie the Jlrst, for iier vices and iniquities 
m-e rapidly increasing. Therfore the Lord God 
ofSaiaotk will verily Judge and desti'oy thin City, 
as well as the depths of the sea. Yea, the earth shall 
open, shaken from her very foundations, and it 
shall swaUow you up, ye Irood of usurers, with all 
your sin-stained treasures ! Yea, in sorrow mud 
He thus judge ; therefore He hath sent the 
warning through His faithful SoJi to every one, 
so that ye should not wail and mourn, saying, 
" Jle has not sent us any message concerning this." 
T/ierefore the Old Father Iiatk mercifully sent a 
warning to eoery one through His Son. 

However, before this shall come to pass, there 
will arise a great religious war, and there will bo 
great bloodshed, particularly in the State of New 
York, AnA fearful plagues will nearly dep<ymlate 
all America f nervous diseases, Go?ivulsions, pain- 
ful and fatal affections of tlie throat and lv?igs, 
pestilential ulaers, cholera and yellow fever iviU 
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thin the population of America. Among the rich 
in particular will these diseases rage. Tliey will 
attack them even when fleeing from their ill-gotten 
richee, and 6inito them with destruction. The 
poor, however, will then he hlessed with health 
and riches, neither of -which had been their lot 
before, because the rich Lad brought everything 
into their own possession, " Yea, death will enter 
through the windows of your liouses and palaces, 
to cut off the children from without and the young 
men from the streets." (Jer. chap. ii. v. 21.) And 
many physicians wiU faU the first prey to the 
plagues ; for even among those who, as priests of 
nature, should more than any others eom§ near to 
the nature of God, the greatest of them are the 
most remote from it, on account of their crude 
mfttcrialism and their unbelief. Tlicir creed of phi- 
lanthropy is infidelity, Lc artless n ess, and the vilest 
egotism. But also in 
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there will occur great revolutions and wars, ivliich 
willend in a general religious war, with all its 
horrors, mieerios, wailings and devastatibns. 

And ye on your proud thrones, ye so-called 
dynasties, ye ruling families of emperors and 
kings, boasting youreclves tliat you rnlc by the 
grace of God, while ye are tolerated by the Lord 
only as the scourge of the people, that they may 
be reminded of the great evil wliich thcv have 




coinuuttod against tlie Lord by asking Him to give 
them a hin^. (1 Samuel xii. 17.) Ye prond 

Nebucliadnezzara, swollen with arrogance, wlio 
are trjiug to renew your cmnibling thrones by 
murder, trying to cement your shattered crowns 
with the blood of men — in vain are all your paina, 
in vain slaughtering and strangling ; for you stran- 
gle and slaughter but yourselves and your o^\'n 
children. For the divine spirit of liberty is per- 
vading the whole globe like a Divine judgment. 
And I say unto you, every throne which has soiled 
its purple with the blood of man, bo it only one 
drop, nourishes already in it the corrupting worm. 
And every crown whicli cements its pearls with 
the blood of man, be it only one drop, conceals 
already the dissolving a^ua regia iu its golden 
covering. For the blood of man is a very sharp 
and powerful aqua regia ; it dissolves, absorbs and 
devours the best gold out of the richest crown. 
And the blood of man is stronger than the light- 
ning of the clouds ; stronger than the thunder of 
heaven. It foams and rashes on giant wings 
tlirotigh a thousand heavens, np to tho judgment 
seat of the Lord, crying for judgment. Like a. 
thousand thunders it peals and sounds tlirongh a 
thousand clouds to tho throne of the Lord, and 
cries anij. shouts for vengeance! 

Te crowned heads, do ye not hear the howling 
and roaring of the approaching storm in the wild- 
ly agitated air ? Te tliat do by cuuning and by 
force, in your infernal love of dominion, rob the 
people of their rights, do ye not I'ccl the skaking 
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of tlio eartli under your trembling feet? Do ye 
not Iiear tlie strokes of the terrible scourge in tlie 
hands of the gigantic spirit of universal republican- 
ism, while it makes already its third and last circuit 
round the world ? Woe unto thee, woe unto tTiee, 
iooeunto thee, thou ancient Habsburg I tiiou pes- 
tilentially poisoned, tottering, fonlly cornipt house ; 
thou breeding-place of all hellish cnieltiea of 
priests ; thou gnardiau and protector of the Baby- 
louian harlot ; thou blinded dynasty in the land 
of Herod 1 too late comes thy forced rejKntance / 
The star-lit heavens, unappeased, still looks down 
on thee with eyes that weep tears of blood — for 
the slaughter of those God-fearing warriors for 
liberty who perished in ]S48. The fields of mur- 
der ai-o still reeking with innocent blood, where 
thy privileged hyenas have gorged themselves.

it in thy sonl williered by pride, and become a 
protector of Ihe people in tlieir holy rights by the 
grace of God, thou ehalt suddenly fall down from 
thy polluted throne 1 Thou mayeet consider it a 
great mercy of the Lord if, for the sake of thy 
ancestor, tliou dost succeed in flying ■with thy riches 
to the free soil of America 1 For there will be no 
other individual like Home to reveal to thee, 
tlirough tlie aid of inferoal spirits, any secret 
republican conspiracies, secret powder maga- 
zines and other amrannitions. Thou wilt not be 
warned again, as it once happened, when so many 
innocents suffered.
